FOR PLAZA RIGHTS 


H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, 
and Associates Seek “Over- 
head” Privileges as a Busi- 
ness Enterprise. 


NEW STATION OFFERED 


TO GEORGIA BY BIDDER 
Atlanta, Through Chamber 
of Commerce, Asks §Priv- 
ilege of Submitting Plaza 
Proposal at Later Date. 


The Western and Atlantic railroad 
commission has before it not only the 
proposal of the city of Atlanta for the 
construction of a plaza over the tracks 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad in 
district of Atlanta, but 
of 


the business 
also the proposal of H. H. 
Gainesville, Ga., to lease the ‘so-called 
“overhead rights’ of the road in At- 
lanta for the purpose of constructing 
a plaza as a business enterprise. 

The members of the commission have 
discussed in no way these proposals, 
put the foregoing situation in respect 
to the property in the business district 
of Atlanta became known Sunday when 
Mr. Dean stated that the proposal 
which he made directly after the or- 
ganization of the commission, was re- 
newed after the commission had adver- 
tised for bids for the lease and exten- 
sion of the road. 

Can Consider Offers. 

The commission's call for bids did not 

include any provision for bids for the

lease of the right to build abowe the 


tracks, or for any plan for construct- 
ing a plaza, but the commission is still 
in position to take offers under con- 
sideration, and it is certain that the 
proposal of both Mr. Dean and the city 
of Atlanta form a phase of the work of: 
the cammission that will receive very 
grave consideration. 

Mr. Dean’s proposal was to organize 
a syndicate which would lease the right 
to build over the tracks of the West- 
ern and Atlantic in Atlanta and im- 
prove the space with buildings for rent. 
While, of course, Mr. Dean's plan, if 
carried out, would relieve the situa- 
tion from which Atlanta suffers in the 
very heart of her business district, such 
an achievement is not its primary con- 
tention. It is a bu'siness venture pure 
and simple. 

“The property is worth a great deal 
to the state and a great deal to the 
lessee,” said Mr. Dean. “It is my pur- 
pose to offer the state the best possi- 
ble rental 1 can for the right to build 
over the tracks and to improve the 
overhead space and rent it at a suffi- 
cient figure to give me and my asso- 
ciates a reasonable profit on our in- 
vestment.” 

Mr. Dean’s proposal also includes the 
construction of a new station. 

Proposition to Commission. 

It is understod that Mr. Dean’s pro- 
posal is of practically the same tenta- 
tive nature as that of the city of At- 
lanta. That is, that he has laid before 
the commission nothing more than the 
offer to make a proposition, merely 
outlining his plan for financing such 
a proposal and for utilizing the prop- 
erty. He has deposited no guaranty 
with the commission. | 

The city, through the chamber of 
commerce, has asked the commission to 
make a provision in any lease contract 
it may close, whereby the city may 
later submit a proposal for a plaza. 
The proposal of Mr. Dean carries with 
it the intent that the commission shall 
give him an opportunity to offer a pro- 
posal. 

The commission will meet Monday 
morning at 9 o’clock and take up again 
the consideration of these propositions 
and what other propositions it may 
have before it. 


RUSS FORCES ADVANCE

New York, December 10.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Little fighting, except ®yv 
the artillery, is in progress on any of 
the fronts except in Rumania. Here 
the Teutonic allies, according to Berlin, 
are still making progress against the 
Rumanians in eastern Wallachia. Pe- 
trograd aserts, however, that the Ru- 
manians northeast of Bucharest, along 
the road running from Ploechti to Bu- 
zeu, have turned on the offensive and 
driven the Austro-Germans back west- 
ward. To the north along the Tran- 
svlvania-Rumania frontier, Petrograd 
reports progress for the Russian troops 
and Berlin admits the capture by the 
Russians of a height south of the Tro- 
tus valley. 


BULGARS CROSS 
DANUBE RIVER. 


A move by the Bulgarians which may 
prove a menace to the Rumanians re- 
treating eastward from the Bucharest 
region, is reported by Berlin. This is 
the crossing of the Danube between 
Silistria and Tchernavoda, southeast 
If it was made 
in large force, seemingly an impediment 
will be placed in the way of the retire- 
ment of the Rumanians and possibly 
some of them may be caught between 
the Austro-Germans moving east and 
the Bulgarians driving north across 
their line of retreat. 

Semi-official advices from Berlin say 
that the Rumanians have lost approxi- 
mately 112,000 men made prisoners 
since Rumania’s entry into the war and 
suffered casualties estimated at about 
300,000. 


MINOR FIGHTING 
ON WEST FRONT. 


Aside from a German atsack in the 
Vosges region near Col Sainte Marie, 
which was repulsed by the French, and 
the recapture by the Germans of a sap 
in Champagne the French had entered 
after its evacuation, only bombard- 
ments and minor engagements have 
taken place along the line in France 
and Belgium. 

Berlin records the 
Teutonic allies of a heavy attack by 
the entente troops north and east of 
Monastir, Serbia, while Paris reports 
the capture by the British south of 
Seres, Greece, of Turkish positions. 

A violent bombardment is in progress 
east of Gorizia and on the Carso plateau 
of the Austro-lItalian theater. Fight- 
ing in the mountain regions is being 
hampered by a heavy snowfall. 


RUMANIAN TROOPS 
ATTACK AND DRIVE 
TEUTON PURSUERS 


Petrograd, December 10.—(Via Lon; 
don.)—The Rumanians who have beén 
retreating in eastern Wallachia be- 
fore the Teutonic advance, have made 
a stand to the east of Ploechti, the war 
office announced today. They assumed 
the offensive on the road from Ploechti 
to Buzeu and drove the Austro-Ger-| 
man forces back to the westward.

London, December 10.—The official 
list of the new ministry issued tonight 
follows the unofficial forecasts with 
two or three minor changes. Mr. Lloyd- 
George, Lord Milner, Earl Curzon and 
Bonar Law and Arthur Henderson form 
what is officially termed the war cab- 
inet, while the others who ordinarily 
have been designated as cabinet minis- 
ters are called heads of departments. 

Lloyd-George Almost Dictator. 

An important point in this novel or- 
ganization is that it concentrates far 
more power in the hands of the prime 
minister than the British system has 
ever known before. Mr. Lloyd George’s 
proposals to Premier Asquith were for 
a war council, of which the premier 
should not be a member, although he 
should have the power of passing on its 
work. Mr. Lioyd-George has not hesi- 
tated to place himself in the position 
more closely resembling a dictatorship 


cessor. 

The war cabinet will hold daily ses- 
sions, directing the prosecution of the 
war, and the freedom of Mr. Lloyd- 
George, Lord Milner and Mr. Henderson 
from departmental duties will allow 
them to devote all thelr time to the war 
council, the work of the exchequer and 
government leadership in the house of 
commons will absorb most of Mr. Bonar 
Law’s time and attendance on the house 
of lords will necessitate Earl Curzon’s 
absence from the council. So that Mr. 
Lloyd-George, Lord Milner and Mr. 
Henderson will be the chief directors 
of the war. 

For practical purposes the govern- 
ment will be by a cabinet of four. 

A meeting of the privy council will 
be held tomorrow for the swearing in 
of the ministers. The prime minister 
will make a speech in the house of 
commons Tuesday, in which he will de- 
clare the policy of the new govern- 
ment, and a bill will be introduced en- 
abling the members to take their seats 
without going through the formality of 
a new election, which the law demands 
when a member accepts a position un- 
der the crown. 

Complexion of New Cabinet. 

The complexion of the new govern- 
ment is 12 liberals, 15 unionists, 3 
laborites, and the preseidents of the 
boards of trade and education, and the 
shipping. controller, who have been at- 
tached to no parties. 

The most important new officials are 
the food and sshipping controllers. 
Baron Davenport has been manager of 
the port of London, a post requiring

There has been a strong demand for 
live, experienced men to direct agri- 
culture and education.

Prothero, who is manager of the Duke 
of Bedford’s enormous estates, and of 
Herbert A. L. Fisher, who has made a 
brilliant record as head of the Sheffield 
university, as a progressive educator. 

Sir Robert Finlay’s renunciation of 
the pension attached to the office of 
lord high chancellor will be a popular 
stroke. The lord chancellor draws 
ten thousand pounds in office and a 
pension of five thousand pounds after 
his retirement. There has been much 
discussion over the cost of this largely 
ornamental office recently. Three re- 
tired chanceliors are drawing pensions, 
and Lord Buckmaster will make the 
fourth, having seen two years’ service.

German U-Boat Which Re- 
cently Left United States 
Has Arrived Off Mouth of 
the Weser.

Berlin, December 10.—(By Wireless.) 
The German commercial submarine 
Deutschland, completing a quick voy- 
age home from the United States, ar- 
rived at noon today off the mouth of 
the Weser. 


The arrival of the Deutschland at a 
German port marks the successful com- 
pletion of the second round trip of this 
commercial undersea boat to the Unit- 
ed States. On her voyage just finished 
she made the passage in 19 days, hav- 
ing left New London on November 21. 
This. bettered considerably the record 
of her previous eastward trip, which, 
starting from Baltimore, took her 23 
days.’ Her two westward voyages 0oc- 
cupied respectively 16 days and 21 days. 

The Deutschland, which is the only 
commercial craft of her type that has 
succeeded in reaching this country 
from Germany, was forced to make two 
starts from New London. On her first 
attempt on November 17, she collided 
with an eseorting tug and had to put 
back to port. 

The Deutschland on both of her trips 
brought valuable cargoes, chiefly of 
dyes and chemicals. On her present 
voyage she took a cargo estimated at 
$2,000,000 in value and offcial mail for 
Germany. 

DEUTSCHLAND 
SOON TO RETURN. 


New London, Conn., 
The German commercial submarine 
Deutschland, which arrived in home 
waters today, will make another trip 
to this port within the next few weeks, 
aecording to a statement tonight by 
Paul G. L. Hilken, vice president of 
the Eastern Forwarding company, 
American agents for the undersea 
craft. He added that the submersible 
would make regular trips as long as 
the war continued. 

Mr. Hilken said her cargo on this 
voyage was valued at $2,000,000.

London, December 11.—The Morning 
Post’s Budapest correspondent sends a 
report of a newpaper interview with 
Dr. J. Szilissy, the Austro-Hungarian 
minister to Greece, who was expelled 
by the entente allies and who has ar- 
rived in Budapest. 

“King Constantine and his govern- 
ment,’’ the minister is quoted as hav- 
ing said, “are reduced almost to impo- 
tence, but it is possible they will decide 
on a desperate step rather than submit 
to further bullying by the entente. 
The king knows that a great majority 
of the people of Old Greece are behind 
him and that the entente’s measures 
have created a strong feeling, while 
the departure of the followers of M. 
Venizelos for Saloniki removes the dan- 
ger of civil war in the area ruled from 
Athens. 

“If the entente persists in its humil- 
iating demands the people will com- 
pel the king to lead them against the 
entente forces whether he wishes to do 
so or not. The Greeks are not help- 
less tools in the hands of the entente. 
The government may be, but the king, 
the army and the people are not and 
are determined to stand together. Be- 
fore we left Athens we were assured 
that our return would be a trium- 
phant one.” 

Dr. Szilissy added that the entente 
oficers had scrupulously observed the 
customary formalities in connection 
with the diplomats of the central 
powers.

NIGHT DUELS FOUGHT 
UN BRITISH FRONT 


When Dark Comes “Tom- 
mies” Raid the German 


Trenches and Personal 
Combats Occur. 


(Copyright, 1916, by the Associated Press.) | 
With the British Armies in France, | 


December 7.—(Via London, December 9. | 
From a Staff Correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press.)—The present fighting 
along the British front may be classed 
@s essentially impersonal by day, but 
intensely personal, not to say intimate, 
by night. 

During the short, gray winter day- 
light big guns hurl tons of high ex- 
plosives against the German positions. 
The targets are far away and on thick, 
misty days the results of this continu- 
ous, harassing fire are conjectured 
rather than seen. This is the imper- 
sonal side of war. 

With the coming of night, however, 
all is changed. Then men meet face 
to face and hand to hand and primitive 
methods of mortal combat come again 
into play in the midst of all the modern 
machinery and genius of war. The long, 
dark nights are ideal for trench raids. 
Few of these raids ever gain the dis- 
tinction of mention in the official com- 
munications, but in the aggregate they 
represent a nocturnal offensive which 
yields most satisfying military results. 

Popular Method of Raiding. 


Just now the popular method of 
trench raiding seems to be to bombard 
@ given section of a trench and then 
set up a barrage, or curtain of shells, 
behind which the raiding party crosses 
that perilous strip of shell-ploughed 
Sround known as “No Man’s Land.” 

The raiders dash into the trench, 
clear it of its defenders, and then dash 
home again for shelter from the in- 
evitable retalitory shell fire. Many raid- 
ers come in dragging helpless prison- 
ers behind them. 

It is one of the strange psychologies 
of this strange war that while grim 
death rushed swiftly and surely into 
the German trenches with the raiders, 
these same English Tommies, or Can- 
adians, or Australians, a few minutes 
later, may be sharing their hot mid- 
night rations with the very men who, 
by good fortune or quick decision, es- 
caped the fury of their deadly on- 
slaught. Later, these prisoners are 
passed back behind the lines to join 
their brethren from other raids. 

There was a time when the Cana- 
dians carried out raids in true Ameri-

There have been 
many instances where, after work of 
this character, hot cocoa ha's been sent 
out to raiders lying under the German 
parapets. 
Choose Their Own Weapons. 

On raids of this sort men are allowed 
to choose thelr own weapons. Rather 
terrifying trench knives have been in- 
vented for the work, but hammers 
prove the handy and popular weapon. 
There are often cases where raiders 
reach over, grab some half-asleep Ger- 
man by the back of the neck, haul him 
out and hustle him to the home line 
without disturbing the peace of the 
stilly night. The captured men have 
been too ‘startled to utter an outcry 
until means have been taken to pre- 
vent them from doing so. 

Night life along the front line is 
wierdly picturesque. There are flares,

When driven back to new positions 
the Germans endeavor to take advant- 
age of dark nights to “wire them- 
gelveg in.’’ 

They are great believers in the effi- 
ciency of barbed barriers. They ssome- 
times build them eight feet high, and 
to a depth of many feet, all the tan- 
gled mass being affixed to iron posts. 

Sometimes the British also have 
working parties out. There have been 
cases where watchful flares have dis- 
closed enemy parties silently but busily 
engaged very near each other. Through 
some unfathomed code of trench hon- 
or these parties often are undisturb- 
ed until one or the other finishes the 
task it has in hand. Then it is con- 
sidered entirely ethical for it to attack 
the enemy, and a deadly duel ensues. 


What Flares Show. 


Sometimes the flares show tell-tale 
white stripes of tape laid forward in 
straight lines from a German trench. 
This generally means an attempted raid 
and the tapes are laid to guide the at- 
tackers in the dark and prevent them 
from getting twisted about, for trench 
lines are not straight. As a matter 
of fact, they are extremely tortuous, 
and even in daylight it is difficult to 
keep positions clearly in mind. 

It was found early In trench warfare 
that in the light of flares white faces 
were shown with uncanny radiance, so 
nowadays various devices are em- 
ployed by both sides to prevent this. 
Some captured Germans have their 
faces darkly painted. Black or brown 
veils are also worn. 

Dawn paints another phase of the 
front line picture. Flares and rockets 
zo ghastly pale and green in the light 
of coming day. The all-night vigil coe 
made the soldiers “jumpy,” and there 
is the crackle of rifles all along the 
line. There are specters in the dawn, 
and firing the rifles seems to give the 
men a sense of relief and protection.

The Germans’ executed Captain 
Charles Fryatt, of the merchant steamer 
Brussels, last July for a similar action, 
and many demands were heard in kng- 
land that the government should have 
notified the Germans of reprisals in 
such an event.

ON WAY TO RUSSIA. 

Berlin, December 10.—(By wireless.) 
According to reports from Stockholm, 
says the Overseas News agency today, 
German submarines in the Arctic have 
during the last few weeks sunk six- 
teen ammunition steamers bound for 
Russia.

RUSSIA KEENLY FEELS. 
RUMANIAN DISASTER 


Not Believed, However, That 
Teutons Will Make Attack 


on Moldavia. 


Petrograd, December 10.—(Via Lon- 
don.) —The Rumanian disaster is more 
keenly felt by Russia than the other 
allies. The latest reports say that the 
Rumanitans are devoting increased en- | 
ergy to the task of delaying, by rear 
guard actions, the rapid advance of the 


enemy forces over the flat country 
which provides few opportunities for a 
successful defense. 

The idea of Goreaeing the line of the 
Jalomitza river, about 80 miles east of 
Bucharest, apparently has been aban- 
doned on account of the unexpectedly 
rapid development of General von Fal- 
kenhayn’s operations north and east of 
Bucharest, which has made this line 
untenable. 

Most of the Russian military experts 
consider that with the fall of Wallachia 
the aim of the Germans ha’ been ac- 
complished and that there is no possi- 
bility of their following up their suc- 
cesses by an advance into Moldavia, 
where not only are the difficulties of 
terrain considerably greater, but the 
Rumanians can be reinforced by Rus- 
sian troops capable of making 4 strong 
defense. 

At any rate the menace to Russia 
from this quarter, although an obvious 
possibility, is still too vague to cause, 
real apprehension. Colonel Shumsky, 
military critic of the Bourse Gazette, 
commentin on the advantage gained 
by the central powers in the tremend-: 
ously shortened front, says it is ex-' 
tremely unlikely that this advantage 
will be risked in new explorations, es- 
pecially at a time of the year unfavor- 
able for the development of a new

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SOUTH'S CONGRESS 
IN ANNUAL SESSION 


Hundreds of Delegates at 
Norfolk—Part South Must 
Play in Rebuilding Europe 
to Feature Sessions. 


Norfolk, Va., December 10.—Hundreds 
of delegates were gathering tonight 
for the eighth annual convention of 
the Southern Commercial Congress, 
‘hich begins tomorrow and continues 
through, Thursday. International re- 
construction—the official theme—will 
be discussed by government. and state 
officials, foreign diplomats, manufac- 
turers, exporters and planters. Most of 
the hundred or more speakers were ex- 
pected to stress the part the United 
States and particularly the south must 
play in the rebuilding of Europe and 
the rearranging of the world’s com- 


merce when the war ends. 

Incident to the gathering of the con- 
gress, special services were held in the 
churches of Norfolk today and tonight, 
the pastors preaching on “Character— 
the Basis of International Reconstruc- 
tion.” 

Organizations Represented. 

Organizations which have been called 
to mfeet with the congress include the 
House of Southern Governors, the 
Southern Commercial Secretaries, the 
Women’s Auxiliary of the Southern 
Commercial Congress, the National As- 
sociation of Commerce of Agriculture, 
the American Commission on Agricul- 
tural Organization, a conference on 
agricultural immigration and labor, 
called by Secretary of Labor Wilson, 
and a conference on commercial educa- 
tion in relation to foreign and do- 
mestic commerce. 

Senator Fletcher, or Florida, presi- 
dent of the congress, will open the con- 
vention and will preside at most of the 
meetings. Secretary of State Lansing 
will speak at the first session after the 
addresses of welcome by Mayor Mayo, 
of Norfolk, and Governor Stuart, of 
Virginia, and Senator Fletcher has made 
his annual address. Other speakers 
tomorrow will be John Barrett, direc- 
tor general Pan - American union; 
Comptroller of the Currency John Skel- 
ton Williams, W. FP. G. Harding, of 
the federal reserve board; Governor 
O'Neal, of Alabama; Senators Ransdell, 
of Louisiana, and Overman, of North 
Carolina, and Congressman Small, of 
North Carolina. 

Parade for Today. 


A feature tomorrow will be a pa- 
rade of sailors from the ships of the 
Atlantic fleet, mobilized in Hampton 
Roads for the congress; marines from 
the Norfolk navy yard, the Virginia 
Military Institute cadet corps, Virgin- 
fa national guardsmen, Boy Scouts and 
echool children. 

A naval parade in Hampton Roads 
has been arranged for Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, when Secretary of the Navy 
Daniel is to come here to address the 
congress. Tonight two score of war- 
ships, including almost every type from 
the biggest dreadnaught to submarine 
and fleet tenders, were anchored in the 
roadstead. In Norfolk harbor were 
mobilized the ships of the coast and 
geodetic survey, the bureau of naviga- 
tion, the bureau of fisheries and the 
lighthouse service. These vessels in- 
cluded the Roosevelt, the ship on which 
Rear Admiral Peary made his last trip 
to the Arctic. 

Entertainments planned include a 
Visit to the Norfolk navy yard, an oys- 
ter roast at Cape Henry, where Tues- 
day former Assistant Secretary of War 
Henry PD. Breckinridge will speak. 
Wednesday evening a dinner will be 
tendered cabinet officials and other 
guests of the congress.

FRANCE WANTS

GERMAN EDITORS 
RESERVE COMMENT. 

Berlin, December 10.—(By Wireless.) 
The evening newspapers last night 
commented with great reserve upon the 
British cabinet crisis. All of them 
placed emphasis on the view that final 
judgment should be postponed until 
more tangible facts are reported.

Premier Asquith’s resignation with that 
of Premier Stuérmer, of Russia, re- 
marking that in both cases the doctrine 
of ‘‘war to the knife” was proclaimed 
and desperate measures advocated. 
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CHANGE IN CHARACTER 
UF U. §. FOREIGN TRADE 
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More Manufactured Goods 
Are Exported and Fewer 
Are Imported. 


Washington, December 10.—Unprece- 
dented growth in the foreign trade of 
the United States has been accom- 
panied by a beneficial change in its 


, character, according to the annual re- 


port today of Dr. F. EB. Pratt, chief 
of the bureau of foreign and domestic 
ecommerce. The most important feature 
pointed to is an increase in exports of 
manufactured goods and a decrease in 
imports of the same class. 

Dr. Pratt predicts that America will 
be in a better position after the war 
than now to develop foreign trade. Of 
uneasiness over the growing imports he 
says: 

“There is no rea’'son for anxiety. The 
increase has been unprecedented, but 
it has been of a most satisfactory char- 
acter. For the most part it is of ma- 
terials not produced at all in this coun- 
try or not produced in sufficient quan- 
tities to meet the demands of our do- 
mestic manufacturers. 

‘Conditions have so changed that we 
find it not only profitable to do this 
manufacturing ourselve's, but actually 
have engaged in manufacturing some 
of the material for re-export to Eu- 
rope. I have no doubt that when nor- 
mal conditions are réstored we shall 
continue much of this direct importa- 
tion of materials that formerly reached 
us indirectly, manufactured or unmanu- 
factured, by way of Europe, and shal] 
even continue to manufacture some of 
the material for re-exportation to Eu- 
rope.” 

Figures are presented to show an 
actual decrease of $134,000,000 for the 
year in imports ready for consumption 
and a decrease of $257,000,000 in crude 
materials exported, despite increases 
in both imports and exports. 

“In connection with the changes in 
the character of our foreign trade,” 
says the report, “it is interesting to 
note the importg of goods on which no 
duties are collected. The increase for 
the Ferics ended June, 1916, was $365,- 
000,000 over the same period in 1914. 
Dutiable imports show a decrease of 
$61,000,000 for the same period. Im- 
ports of free goods formed 60 per cent 
of our total imports in 1914, and in 
1916 this had increased to 68, the high- 
est percentage in the history of the 
country. the provisions of the 
Payne-Aldrich act had been continued 
without change to the present time the 
imports of free goods would form 55.58 
per cent of our total imports.” 

Export activities during the year, the 
report says, have been greatly stabil- 
ized. There has been less unproductive 
agitation, it says, and more actual de- 
velopment. 

“IT believe it is absurd to contend 
that European nations will be able to 
do more after the war thafit they did 
before,” Dr. Pratt concludes. “T be- 
lieve that domestic wants wi?! have to 
be filled before European nations can 
seriously undertake foreign trade. 1 
have yet to find the practical man 
largely engaged in exporting who be- 
lieves he will do less business abroad 


after the war than he did before.” 


GROCERS MAY BOYCOTT 
FOOD SPECULATORS 


Chicago, December 10.—Means of dis- 
ciplining speculators if any are found 
in current investigations to have con- 
spired to raise food prices will be con- 
sidered tomorrow at a meeting of the 
executive board of the National Retail 
Grocers’ association, it was anonunced 
tonight by Frank B. Connolly, vice 
President of the association of San 
Francisco. 

The discipline, Mr. Connolly said, was 
likely to take the form of a boycott. 
He also said he would urge the board 
to adopt resolutions favoring an em- 
bargo on wheat, flour, sugar, canned 
milk and canned tomatoes. In the event 
the resolutions are adopted, he said, 
the association would send a commit- 
tee to Washington to work for an em- 


bargo.

Getting Italian Wounded Down Big Problem | MOVE FOR PEACE 
BY UNITED STATES 


Reports of Offers of Media- 
tion Embarrassing—U. S. 
Will Not Move Unless 
the Unexpected Happens. 


Washington, December 10-—Offers of 
mediation or suggestions of peace to 
the Buropean nations have not been 
made by the United States, they are 
not now being borne across seas by 
Ambassador Gerard, and will not be 
broached by this government in the 
near future, unless there is some quite 
unexpected turn in world events. 


These facts are stated authoritatively 
by one of the highest officials of the 
government to counteract reports to the 
contrary wWhich,have been generally 
published, much to the embarrassment 
of the administration and to the mis- 
leading of foreign nations. The facts 
set forth and the details following may 
be said to express the administration 
view of the situation as affecting pros- 
pects for peace. 

Official Denial Probable. 


In official circles it is felt that the 
increasing and apparently authoritative 
rumors that the United States is plan- 
ning some move for peace are calcu- 
lated above all else to destroy chances 
of peace, and, no matter what their 
origin, to defeat their own ends. In- 
deed, the misunderstanding has become 
go serious that an official denial has 
been contemplated, probably through 
the state department. The president, 
however, hag preferred to disassociate 
himself entirely from any such an- 
nouncement, no matter how made, in 
order that he might stand untrammeled 
on his original offer of mediation at 
the beginning of the war. 

Two cardinal factors stand out in the 
minds of officials: First, that many 
such proposals originate in German cir- 
cles, and, second, that their reiteration 
has been driving allied statesmen to an 
extremity of refutation from which ia 
would be very embarrassing for them to 
recede. 
Without in any way passing on the 
ultimate outcome of the war, it is felt 
here that Germany has largely achieved 
her objectives and that she is in a po- 
sition to treat on the basis of her pres- 
ent gains without subjecting herself to 
the inevitable losses of men and money 
caused by further hostilities. 

The allies, on the other hand, have 
shown that they are absolutely opposed 
to peace now. They have left not the 
least doubt that they would regard me- 
diation at this time as unfriendly. It 
is firmly believed here in official circles 
that such an attempt by this govern- 
ment would subject the United States to 
the charge of partisan inaerference in 
the war. 

Gerard Rumor False. 


Most embarrassing of all the rumors 
perhaps is the constant reiteration that 
Ambassador Gerard is returning to Ger- 
i f with peace proposals from the 
pave dent. This is declared not only to 

e false, but ¢o be actually dangerous. 
It is said to have created a very unfor- 
tunate feeling in both belligerent 
groups; a feeling of intense irritation 
among the allies, and of unfounded 
hopefulness among the German people, 
who appear to be well satisfied with 
the war’s results and eager for its end. 

The government will wach an oppor- 
tunity to offer mediation with a zeal- 
Ousness that could not fail to come from 
the chance to put an end to the most 
calamitous war in history. When offi- 
cial reports from all sides indicate that 
Buch a movement might succeed, it will 
be scrutinized very carefully before be- 
ing attempted... Until then unfounded 
agitation by persons not in a position 
to know the fundamental and decisive 
attitude of the belligerent nations is re- 
garded as best calculated to defeat the 
very ends in view.

GEORGE P. BEMIS DEAD 


His Career Spectacular—Was 
Cousin of G. Francis Train. 


Omaha, Neb., December 10.—George 
P. Bemis, who with his cousin, George 
Francis Train, built the first tram- 
ways in London, died here today. He 
had been twice elected mayor of Oma- 
ha. He was 78 years of age. The ca- 
reer of Bemis was spectacular. In 1870 
when the Prussians were’ invading 
France, Bemis and Train attempted to 
found a French republic. They were 
condemned to be shot for “inciting to 
treason,” but the order was counter- 
manded. Train and Bemis campaigned 
together for woman suffrage in Kansas 
in 1867. Frequently they were sent to 
prison for short terms. They financed 
“The Revolution,” a suffrage newspa- 
per established in New York by Susan 
B. Anthony. 

Bemis founded The London American, 
a newspaper devoted to the cause of la- 
bor unionism. Tothe promotive genius 
of Bemis and Train has been credited 
the success of the campaign of the con- 
struction of the Union Pacific railroad.

PERMANENT ROAD BUILDING. 


Undoubtedly there has been a tremen- 
dous waste of funds in road building in 
Georgia as well as other southern states, 
through the absence of expert engineering 
advice and through failure to build for per- 
manency. : 

Cheap road construction is, after all. the 
most expensive; for’ the construction forces 
must come back to it with a frequency that 
soon means greater cost than if the road 
had been built to stay in the first place. 

One particularly gratifying feature of the 
federal aid plan, under which the first road 
project in Georgia is about to be worked 
out, is that in this construction we shall 
have examples of roads built for perma- 
nency. This does not mean, of course, that 
there will not have to be any repairs or 
maintenance, but it does mean Georgia will 
get roads built for travel in all weathers 
and whose maintenance cost will be reduced 
to a minimum, 


Georgia has such roads now, it is true, | 


but as a rule only in her more thickly popu-

lated counties; trunk roads traversing wide | 
areas of the state, built upon this plan, are | 


few and far between. 

*Road experts eyerywhere are urging 
standardization of road construction and a 
standard system of classifying highways. 
Railroads are built to meet the traffic needs 
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of population; a similar rule should be ap- 
‘plied in the case of highways, and perma- 
nent roads built where they are use to 


Around Cleveland, Ohio, road building 
has been based largely upon the same prin- 
ciples that apply in railroad construction. 
One track is sufficient for light traffic such 
as is supplied by feeder lines. Main line 
traffic is usuglly handled by double tracks, 
while trunk lines often have four and even 
six tracks. 

With a right of way of sufficient width 
for future needs, the roads around Cleveland 
are surfaced only to such width as is con- 
sidered necessary to meet traffic demands. 
The branch or side road is usually surfaced 
only to a width of twelve feet, while main 
line roads are given a surface width of 
thirty feet or more, the balance of the right 
of way, which is sixty feet wide, being 
retained for such future service as it may 
become necessary to provide for. 

Built upon this plan, the narrow, or feed- 
er, road may be solidly and permanently 
constructed at an expense which is small in 
comparison to the cost of the greater high- 
ways built for denser traffic. 

Georgia’s first need, of course, is for per- 
manent and substantial trunk line highways 
covering those routes where traffic demands 
are greatest. And as these are built there 
is no question that the feeder roads will 
come one by one, connecting with them and 
insuring their still greater usefulness and 
importance. 


JUST ““OCCUPANT.”’ 


“Occupant, 50 Blank St., Atlanta, Ga.” is 
all the address some of the more or less 
enterprising liquor houses on either side 
of the Georgia line are putting on their 
liquor literature with bargain offers and 
solicitation of orders, sent by the thousand 
through the United States mail. 

It is just a case of up one side of the 
street and down on the other. If it is ona 
rural route, the only address, perhaps, is the 
box number. 

Whole streets and entire rural routes are 
thus canvassed by the liquor interests with- 
out so much ag a single real address on an 
envelope; and that, too, in a state that 
makes penal the publication of a whisky 
advertisement of any sort. 

But the federal government and not the 
state controls the mails, and the state can 
interpose no effective objection to this 
trampling upon its laws. 

There was a time, if we mistake not, 
when the postoffice department made it a 
rule not to deliver mail addressed simply to 
“Occupant,” or to a box number. If the 
rule is still in force, it is being persistently 
violated; and if it is not, it should be imme- 
diately restored. 

Of course the liquor house can secure its 
mailing list by paying something for it, 
where it costs nothing to address merely a 
streét or box number. It should be made 
as difficult as possible for them to get it. 
To that small extent the postoffice depart. 
ment could help, if it would. The public 
is at least entitled to this much protection. 

But there can be no satisfactory solution 
of this problem short of congressional action 
closing the federal mails completely to 
liquor solicitation, at least in those states 
which have shown by vote and legislation 
that they want it. 

if a private citizen started about any- 
where in Georgia to hand out liquor litera- 
ture, he would be jailed before he had gone 
half a dozen blocks. But carriers in postal 


‘uniform do that which the state specifically 


forbids, under the direct and fostering pro- 
tection of the nation. 

The question has been put up to congress 
in bills now pending in both the house and 
senate for the exclusion of liquor literature 
from the mails. These measures have de- 
termined men behind them. We shall see 
how far they are able, in the face of hereto. 
fore indifferent congressional attitude, to 
secure for the people of the prohibition 
states the protection they are demanding 
and are entitled to receive.

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“REAL REFORMER LEADS THROUGH LOVE

The irresistible power of moral force 
through good will to accomplish all things 
worthy of accomplishment, in contrast with 
the spurious results that are to be obtained 
through physical force, was the theme of 
Dr. W. R. Hendrix, pastor of St. Mark’s 
Methodist church, yesterday morning in the 
first of a series of three Christmas sermons 
which he announced. 

Dr. Hendrix did not refer directly to the 
recent street railway strike in Atlanta, but 
the application of his remarks was unmis- 
takable, P . 

“Whenever you put up violence in sup- 
port of a cause, you always bring ruin along 
with it,” he declared. “Always when you 
usé violence you get something back in ex- 
change for it that is terrible indeed.” 

He described the foundation of our gov- 
ernment as resting on principles of liberty 
which give the individual man the indis- 
putable right to contract and be contracted 
with for his work and to be free of the 
restraint of all other men. 


“Condoning Vielence.” 

“Under these principles of good will you 
may persuade all the people you want to, 
about all the things you want to, but you 
can’t hammer them into anything,” he con- 
tinued. “‘We have lived a hundred years 
under the blessings the founders of our gov- 
ernment gave us; and yet all over our coun- 
try are people condoning and countenancing 
and even participating in physical violence 
in behalf of one cause or another.” 

Dr. Hendrix referred to the period in 
church history when heretics were taken 
out and burned, and those who had destroyed 
them went back into their churches and sang 
praises to the Lord for the good they had 
been permitted to do. “Yet the very devil 
of hatred and cruelty had entered into their 
beings and owned them while they sang,” 
he declared. 

‘' Betterment of the world will come not 
through the promptings of social economists 
who figure on dollars and cents division of 
profits between capital and labor, he said; 
not through laws nor interpretations of laws. 


| 


“The new era that is coming is to be the 
era of peace through good will,” he said. 

“We all go up or we all go down to- 
gether.” he continued. “When we realize 
that, we shall have attained that complete 
understanding which will make possible the 
era of good will among all mankind. , We 
must realize that God Himself holds pre- 
ferred stock in our lives,—that He is deeply 
interested in us; that we cannot live unto 
ourselves and without Him. We must rea- 
lize that all our neighbors hold the common 
stock in our lives, and that we share the 
common stock in theirs. I have stock in 
the lives of children even whose names I 
do not know. I draw my dividends on it 
through seeing their happiness and witness- 
ing their joys. 

Land Riven by Strife. 

“The times have changed from what they 
were when the angels sang and awakened 
the shepherds with their anthem of peace 
on earth and good will among men.

“Moral force in this world in powerful 
enough to overcome all that resists it un- 
worthily: but physical force can accomplish 
nothing lasting. 


“The man or woman who deliberately goes 
about stirring unrest and strife; the dem- 
agogue who goes out into the political arena 
ostensibly to improve conditions through vio- 
lence and upheaval—these are enemies to 
the peace of our country and strangers be- 
fore the peace of God. 

“The real reformer is not the man who 
drives through hate but the man who leads 
through love. The reform that succeeds is 
that which has in it the peace and good 
will which Christ’s coming brought upon oul 
earth.”

CHRISTIANITY BENEFITS 
BY SPIRIT OF\INQUIRY, 
ASSERTS DR. W. A. LEE 


“Ye search the Scriptures” evas the text 
which Dr. William A. Lee, of Central Con- 
gregational church, used on Sunday morning 
as the pivotal thought about which he built 
up a sermon on “The Bible and the Modern 
Ma..” : 

“The true American is he who incarnates 
the better spirit of his country. The real 
Christian is the man into whose life there 
has come through fellowship with the spirit 
of Christ a life and a purpose akin to the 
Master’s. Similarly the modern man in any 
age is the man who has opened his life as a 
sympathetic instrument of those peculiar 
forces which dominate the molding of his 
own day and so the shaping of tomorrow.” 

Dr. Lee declared that two of the influ-~ 
ences of life today which enter largely into 
the make-up of a modern man of this era 
are a spirit of inquiry, and, clogely connected 
with it, an unwillingness to bow before au- 
thority @¢s mere authority. 

“The spirit of inquiry is the temper of 
the times. Someone has suggested the use 
of the interrogation point as a symbol of 
the age. Men search into everything. 

“It is for that reason that men schooled 
in the teachings of modern science are un- 
able to accept as fact the Genesis representa- 
tion of the creation of the world as having 
been accomplished in six days. To the mod- 
ern scientific mind creation is a process, ever 
going on and never finished. Our Father, 
like the Father of Jesus Christ, worketh not 
only hitherto, but now also.” 

Speaking of the fuller results of inquiry, 
Dr. Lee declared that they were by no means 
negative or unfavorable to the well-being 
either of Christianity or of the Scriptures. 
The searching inquiry to which these have 
been subjected has fruited in their re-estab- 
lishment upon a foundation vastly more se- 
cure, he said. ‘‘Think,” said he, “what it 
means to the validity and the reality of re- 
ligious experience to be told that this Bible 
is a book of human experience and not merely 
of heavenly ideals; that it grew. up out of 
human lives as roses grow out of the earth, 
and for the same reason; namely, that the 
unfolding and beautifying power of God was 
present in those lives.’’ 

Regarding the modern man’s unwilling- 
ness to bow before any external authority as 
mere authority, Dr. Lee declared that such a 
spirit was the natural\ issue of democracy. 
“The fundamental tenet of all democracy is 
the competency of the individual. In politi- 
cal democracy it is the competency of the 
individuaft to create his own machinery of 
government. In industrial democracy, to- 
ward which we are trending, it is the com- 
petency of the workman to determine and to 
create the conditions under which his toll 
shall be prosecuted. In religious democracy 
it is the competency of the soul to shape for 
itself, apart from any external mandatory in- 
terference, its own religious life.” 


MAN’S DUTY TO CHURCH | 
SHOWN BY DR. WILMER 
IN SERMON ON SUNDAY 


A thinking man is hardly justified in stay- 
ing away from church just because he finds 
that his ideas and ideals do not altogether 
coincide with those of the church and others 
who go to church, but on the other hand, 
he really owes it to the church to go and 
to help solve its problems and to reconcile 
it to new conditions, according to Dr. C. B. 
Wilmer at St. Luke’s church Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Dr. Wilmer led up to this view of the 
situation by a history of the growth of in- 
dividualism in religion, showing how some 
two hundred different faiths have sprung up 
under the single banner of Jesus Christ, and 
a review also’of the imperfection of the 
church's interpretation of the Bible in the 
past. He cited the fact that conception of 
the kingdom of God as a podlitical realm 
has changed to the conception of the king- 
dom of God as a spiritual realm. The very 
fact that today there are so many different 
faiths. which have not found a common 
ground which they might become one 
church, indicates, he said, that there are im- 
perfections in all of them. 

It is the duty of a man who finds himself 
at variance with views and acts of the 
church, Dr. Wilmer urged, to come to church 
and lend his views and thought to a recon- 
ciliation of the church with modern condi- 
tions. The carrying of one’s individualism 
to a point where declines to do 
this for the church, he declared, has spread 
into the life of the state and the nation 
until it threatens to undermine the loyalty 
of the citizens of the’state and nation. The 
only way to be a citizen of the United States, 
he said, is to simply be one and use one’s 
mind along with others for the interpretation 
of her laws and the solution of her prob- 
lems. This he said applies also to church 
membership. 

Dr. Wilmer took a shot at the time hon- 
ored argument that there are “just as good 
or better men out of the church as in it.” 
Dr. Wilmer declared that-it is hardly fair 
to compare “the worst man in the church 
with the best man out of the church.” 

In connection with modern problems and 
the work of the church in connection there- 
with, Dr. Wilmer declared there are two 
which stand out 

First, to stop the war. 

Second, to stop social unrest. 

To solve the problem of social unrest, 
he said, we must solve it not only for our- 
selves but also for the-heathen, for wheree 
ever Christianity goes, unrest goes with ft. . 

“These things will be,” he said, “until 
we find the truth and incorporate it in 
our social structure. The social structure 
and the national scheme will go to smash 
unless we substitute what God would have us 
be for what we are,”

Wireless Warning Flashed 
to Vessels of Entente Al- 
lies—German Vessel Said 
to Be Heavily Armed. 


New York, December 10.—A heavily 
armed steamship fitted with torpedo 
tubes has been sighted about 600 
miles north of the Azores in the middle 
of the steamship lane, according to @ 
wireless warning flashed tonight to 
merchant vessels of the entente allies 
by a British or French cruiser lying 
off Sandy Hook. 

The message, which was first sent 
in English and then in Italian, sald: 
“Sighted 7 a. m. December 4, latitude 
48.45 north, longitude 27.57 west, a 
steamer of about 4,000 tons, 350 feet 
long and 45 feet beam. Vessel well 
armed and fitted with torpedo tubes. 
Had one short broad funnel and two 
masts. Steamer probably high speed. 
Take all precautions.” 

SHIP AT SAVANNAH 
RECEIVES WARNING. 


Savannah, Ga., December 10.—That 
all entente ‘shipping on the Atlantic is 
being warned of a mysterious vessel, 
believed a German raider, lurking near 
the tran’s-Atlantic lanes, was the asser- 
tion made today by Captain Roberts, of 
the British steamer Heliopolis. The 
Heliopolis docked here wong this morn- 
ing to take on a cargo of cotton for 
the United Kingdom. 

Captain Roberts said that while pro- 
ceeding to. Baltimore for coal, having 
run short during a_ siege of rough 
weather, he received his first warning 
by wireless from a British patrol boat. 
On reaching Baltimore, he said, he was 
warned by the British consul there. 

At the British consulate here today it 
was admitted, although attaches were 
loath to discuss the subject, that warn- 
ing was being given all entente vessels 
aot equipped with wireless immediate- 
ly on their arrival here. 

GERMAN SUBMARINE 
OFF VIRGINIA CAPES. 


Norfolk, Va., December 10.—Members 
of the crew of the United States naval 
auxiliary ship Proteus declared on ar- 
rival here today that a German war 
submarine was sighted off the Virginia 
Capes ten days ago. Officers of the 
Proteus declined to deny or confirm 
the report. The men said the U-boat 
and the Proteus kept in sight for an 
hour. 


12,600,000,000 FRANCS 
WAR BILL FOR FRANCE 


But Every Debt Has Been 
Paid — Britain’s~ Outlay 
90,000,000,000 Francs. 


Paris, December 10.—Raoul_ Peret, 
former minister of commerce, discuss- 
ing in the chamber of deputies last 
night the budget for .the first three 
months of 1917. pointed out that France 
will have incurred expenditures to the 
amount of 72,600,000,000 francs between 
the opening of hostilities and the end 
of March next, while Great Britain will 
have had an outlay of 90,000,000,000 
francs. 

This statement drew exclamations 
that “Great Britain is thus proved to 
have collaborated cordially and com- 
pletely.” 

The resources M. Peret puts against 
the expenditures made and authorized 
amount appreximately to 64,000,000,000 
francs, including 5,600,000,000 loans 
from England and the United States. 
This leaves an apparent deficit of 8,- 
000,000,000 francs. 

M. Peret said that of the appropria- 
tions for 1914 included in the total 
700,000,000 was annulled. He added 
that the cancellations for 1915 would 
be proportionately large. 

“France has paid when 
debt incurred.” he continued. ‘In spite 
of the apparent discrepancy between 
the appropriations and the receipts wé 
need have no anxiety for the future.” 

The war loans have added 2,500,000,- 
000 francs to the old interest charge of 
1.300,000,000, said M. Peret. The new 
taxes now under discussion will realize 
650,000,000 annually, which, with 150,- 
000,000 from the increased tax on alco- 
hol and 500,000,000 from the special 
tax on war profits, will produce more 
than half the interest charge. 

“Tomorrow,” added M. Peret, 
shall be obliged to go further 
deeper in the direction of taxing 
riches in hands that have ceased 
nroduce.”

‘WORK WILL BE PUSHED 
TN HOUSE AND SENATE 


Both Branches of Congress 
Will Get Down to Business 
This Week. 


Washington, December 10.—Both 
branches of congress moved slowly dur- 
ing the opening week of the short ses- 
sion while legislation was being whip- 
ped into shape, but they will get down 
to actual work this week. 

The program in the senate is some- 
what uncertain, dependent upon a 
meeting of the democraxic steering com- 
mittee tomorrow. While the inter- 
state commerce committee is deliberat- 
ing on plans for expediting the presi- 
dent’s railroad legislative program, 
three measures are ready for imme- 
diate consideration. They are the Dis- 
trict of Columbia prohibition bill, im- 
migration bill and corrupt practices 
measure. 

Corrupt practice legislation probably 
will be displaced temporarily by the 
immigration bill in the senate tomor- 
row. Democratic leaders are consider- 
ing revising the former measure before 
pressing it for final action. The im- 
migration bill, with its Hteracy test 
probably will pass the senate despite 
the probability that it may meet an- 
other presidential veto. The prohibi- 
tion bill for the District of Columbia is 
“oOo be urged by Senators Sheppard and 
Kenyon and its passage by the senate 
before the March adjournment is re- 
garded as very probable. 

Senate democrats will caucus Wed- 
nesday to choose a sauccessor to the 
late Senator Clarke as president pro- 
tempore. Friends of Senator Saulsbury, 
of Delaware, say he has enough votes 
Pledged to assure his election. 

Proposed railway and high cost of 
living legislation having been shelved 
for the present by the house, that 
branch probably will do little except 
routine work until after the Christmas 
recess. 

President Wilson’s vocational educa- 
tion bill will be called up tomorrow, 
and Chairman Hughes, of the education 
committee, hopes that it will pass be- 
fore night. The measure is to help 
State schools teaching agriculture and 
trades by meeting teachers’ salaries in 
part and establishing schools for the 
development of instructors in these 
branches. 

Chairman Lever, of the agriculture 
committee, hopes to get his cotton 
Standardization bill up this week. This 
measure, supported by the solid south 
and many members from other sections, 
was not reached last session, but has 
an early place on the calendar. 

Much routine business will be trans- 
acted before Christmas if Speaker 
Clark has his way. He has not aban- 
doned his fight for a shorter Christ- 
mas recess and he probably will exert 
every effort during the next.two weeks 
to make a formidable record for work 
done during the first three weeks of 
the session.

He Commanded the Armies of 
Japan in the War Against 
Russia. 


Tokio, December 10.-gField Marshal 
Prince Iwao Oyama, commander-in- | 
chief of the Manchurian army of Japan, 
during the Russo-Japanese war, is dead. , 

Field Marshal Prince Oyama shared | 
with Field Marshal Prince Yamagata 
the highest military and civil honors 
in the gift of the emperor. Both were 
field marshals, both were princes and 
both were military councillors. Prince 
Oyama hailed from Satsuma, where he 
was born in 1842. He was a cousin 
of the famous Saigo Takamori, who 
headed the Satsuma rebellion in 1877-78. 

Oyama was one of the earliest stu- 
dents of foreign military methods, 
having been dispatched to Europe by 
the government at the time of the 
Franco-Prussian war, when he attach- 
ed himself to the Prussian forces. 

Shortly after his return the Satsuma 
rebellion broke out (1877) and Oyama 
commanded a brigade of the imperial 
forces dispatched against his cousin. He 
was soon afterward promoted to the 
rank of lieutenant general and appoint- 
ed chief of the general staff. in 1880 
he was given a portfolio as minister 
of war. In 1894, when the war with 
China broke out, he went to Manchuria 
in command of the second army, which 
captured Port Arthur and Wei-Hai-Wel. 
At the close of the struggle he was 
promoted tv the rank of marquis. 

By 1898 Oyama had been advanced 
to the status of field marshal. in the 
war with Russia Oyama acted as com- 
mander-in-chief. A princedom was be- 
stowed upon him for his achievernent. 

His wife was among the first of the 
girl students. to be sent abroad by 
the empress in the early seventies, and 
spent many years in the United States.

Mr. Pani, replying to a direct question 
as to whether or not the protocol had 
been signed, said out of deference to 
his colleagues on the joint commission 
he must observe silence until he reacn- 
ed Washington and conferred with 
them.

Pani is carrying a reply from Carran- 
za requesting a few minor changes In 
phraseology. It was said the document 
as a whole met with CarranzZa’s approv- 
al and that with the changes desired 


having been made, arrangements for his 
ee would be authorized by tele- 
graph. 

Mr. Pani and his party of five, in- 
cluding two secretaries, reached Nuevo 
Laredo shortly after 11 o’clock and 
were escorted to the American side of 
the border by Alonzo B. Garrett, Unit- 
ed States consul.

It was stated 
that none of the party sent telegrams 
from Laredo. It had been generally 
expected the Mexican commissioner 
would telegraph a report to other 
members of the commission immediate- 
ly he arrived in the United States.

IS CLOSING CAREER 


Big “Ed Reulbach, the veteran twirl- 
ing star who wore a Brave uniform this 
year, seems to be approaching the end 
of his remarkable career. dward is 
thirty-four years old today, as he was 
born in Detroit on December 11, 1882. 
Reulbach made quite a reputation on 
school and other amateur clubs in St. 
Louis, and in 1903 pitched professional 
ball at Sedalia, Mo. He was then a 
college student at Notre Dame, and, as 
he had concealed his professional ac- 
tivities under the name of Lawson, he 
was made captain of the ’varsity nine 
in 1904. The following year the Cubs 
bought hig release from Sedalia, and 
Ed soon became one of the twirlin 
stars of the Ghance machine. In 19] 
he was traded to Brooklyn, but Mr. 
Ebbets released him early in 1915, and 
Reulbach worked for the Newark Feds 
last year, winning twenty-one games 
to ten lost. Ed worked in twenty-one 
games for the Braves this year, win- 
ning seven and losing six. He has been 
prominent in the Players’ Fraternity, 
and has also been active in the water 
wagon movement among the diamond 
athletes.

The bitterest fight against summer 
baseball was made by Dr. Walter Hulli- 
hen, Sewanee’s representative, and, 
says Prof. Hooper, Sewanee will notify 
the other ar in a few days that 
summer baseball cannot be played, ac- 
cording to the rules. 

The 1915 rule read that an athlete 
may Play summer ball for hig expenses 
on any team he may elect not in a pro- 
fessional league. The new rule omits 
the phrase “for his expenses.” 

The intention of the framers of the 
ie was to permit the player to re- 
ceive any amount for playing, provided 
he did not belong to a _ professional 
league, but Article 1, Section 9 rules 
that professional athletes are not eli- 
gible and that a professional is any 
athlete who receives money. 

Hence, according to Sewanee offi- 


; cials, any player who receives a penny 
» for playing baseball is made ineligible.

GAME NEAT YEAR 


Commodores May Play Chi- 
cago--Arrange Dates With 
Tennessee, Virginia, Ken- 
tucky State and Sewanee. 


Nashville, Tenn., December 10.—(Spe-

Food fads and needless waste 
are responsible for a good part of the 
increased cost of living. he rise in 
flour to prices unexampled in this gen- 
eration comes at a time when we have 
a law that foolishly forbids millers to 
blend a small portion of flour made 
from corn with flour made from wheat. 
This would make flour cheaper and 
add to its nutritive value, yet the law 
forbids it, just as it forbids the manu- 
facture of oleomargarine even when 
made of the most wholesome materials, 
unless it pays a high ‘tax which, of 
course, is a burden upon the consumer. 
An edible and very digestible butter fs 
now being made in part from the oil of 
cocoanuts, and we presume that this 
will also be taxed to death at the be- 
hest of the butter makers. Drastic 
cold storage regulations have inter- 
fered seriously with the storage of 
food products in times when they are 
plentiful for times when they are 
scarce, and this has added to the coat 
of living. Pure food law's are needed, 
but when we carry them to ridiculous 
extremes somebody must foot the bill 
and that somebody is always.the dear,

The close for the week was 
at a net loss of 126 €o 136 points. | 

Disturbing political -news, higher 
money rates,-a lessened demand for 
actual cotton from spinners and the 
large ginning returns to the end of 
November were the main influences 
which inspired the selling. | 

In the early part of this week the 
main event will be the annual crop es- 
timate by the department of agricul- 
ture. This estimate, due here at one 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon, is expect- 
ed to show not less than 11,000,000 bales 
nor more than 11,590,000 by the ‘more 
conservative element in the market. It 
seems generally conceded that it will 
take an estimate of under 11,200,000 to 
stimulate buying and figures of ove: 
11,200,000 to stimulate selling. 

After the estimate has been digested 
the trade will turn its attention to the 
spot situation. Week-end market cir- 
culars generally declared the situation 
hinged on the attitude of spot holders 
in the south. Willingness to sell on 
their part would encourage further sell- 
ing of contracts, while firmness would 
work toward higher levels.

Call Money Rates, Com- 
modity Values and Polit- 
ical and Military Events 
Abroad Swayed Prices. 


New York, December 10.—Quoted val- 
ues were preceptibly influenced during 
the irregular week in the stock market 
by numerous important developments, 
such as the 15 per cent call money rate, 
higher commodity prices and political 
and military events across the water. 

Significance attached to the attitude 
of the British government respecting 


further exports of copper and the pos- 
sible effect of this regulation upon the 
country’s general export trade. Metal 
shares suffered sharp depression in the 
week’s later dealings, which witnessed 
many price readjustment in other quar- 
ters of the stock list. 

High money proved to be of brief 
duration, being almost immediately al- 
leviated by the additional heavy im- 
ports of British gold from Canada. This 
same movement also served to stabilize 
sterling exchange, but other foreign re- 
mittances, especially the rates to the 
Teutonic countries and Russia and Italy 
were heavy to weak. 

In the stock market the most inter- 
esting movement tentered around the 
cheaper rails, including what are popu- 
larly known as reorganized properties. 
Gains in these issues, ranging from 2 to 
over 5 points were well sustained. 

General industrial conditions lost 
none of their long continued buoyancy. 
The average of prices for manufactur- 
ed steel and iron touched a new high 
level and the pressure of demand was 
strikingly illustrated in the November 
statement of the United States Steel 
corporation, which disclosed an in- 
crease of over a million tons in unfilled 
orders, bringing the total up to a new 
record. 

Railroad earnings were again dis- 
appointing in that increased amounts 
are going into operating expenses, but 
gross returns on leading systems at- 
test unabated tonnage. Executives of 
leading transportation companies are 
almost unanimous in their approval of 
the recommendations outlined in the 
president’s message to congress.

Tons Had Been Sold 
for 1918. 


New York, December 10.—Railroads 
are feverishly covering rail require- 
ments for 1918, most of the orders go- 
ing to Chicago mills and taking up ca- 
pacity for the first half of that year. 
Saturday 1,250,000 tons had been sold 
for 1918. The largest single contract, 
60,000 tons, was placed by the Santa 
Fe; the St. Paul closed for 40,000; the 
‘-IHinois Central for 32,000, and the Erie 
for 40,000. 

Car buying is less heavy, but 15,000 
to 20,000 cars are still under negotia- 
tion, and the builders are besieging the 
miils for several hundred thousand tons 
of steel required for their manufac- 
‘ture. Locomotive shops have taken 
‘orders for 60 engines for domestic 
| roads, and Russian agents have dis- 
tributed orders for 157 locomotives. 

More large inquiries are in the mar- 
ket for ship plates and shapes for do- 
mestic and foreign shipment, aggregat- 
ing 200,000 tons for shipment in two 
to five years. 

Structural work is active, the largest 
orders being placed for manufacturing 
plant extensions. 

The renewed pressure for plg iron 
has caused another advance of $2 to $5 
per ton in the past few days on the 
lakes and in the south. Sales since 
December in all sections have amounted 
to 250,000 tons, including 60,000 tons 
Bessemer and basic for export to Italy, 
France and China. Prices are the high- 
est since 1874. 

The United States Steel corporation 
reported unfilled orders November 30 
at 11,058,542 tons, an increase of 1,043,- 
282 tons. The output of ingots is esti- 
mated at 1,700,000 tons and rolled prod- 
ucts 1,322,000 tons. Shipments were ap- 
proximately 1,300,000 tons, and orders 
booked 2,343,382 tons, the largest for a 
single month in the history of the cor- 
poration.

_ “No less than $10,000 should be raised 
in Atlanta, and $50,000 in the south an- 
nually for charity. The recent cold 
wave which visited Atlanta, and the 
high price of fuel and provisions forced 
many ex-slaves and colored women who 
have from two to seven children to sup- 
port to beg for food.

London, December 9.—A most impor- 
tant declaration by Mr. Asquith, the 
Prime Minister, on the future trade 
policy of the allies has passed almost 
unnoticed here. It is an assurance to

It 
is, first and foremost, a message to 
the United States. 

Mr. Asquith’s statement came in the

For hundreds of years these 
feasts have been made occasions for | 
the enunciation of governmental poli- | 
cies and for discussions of public af- 
fairs. 

The Prime Minister first discussed 
some of the details of the war and 
then turneg to generalities.
